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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: -In regards to the applicant's argument 
concerning the disclosure of particle size by Kasai, the examiner notes that Kasai does not teach particles size but rather teaches a ratio 
of metal atoms to chalcogenide glass atoms. The examiner used this disclosure to calculate concentration of metal atoms in vol%. 
Further, examiner notes that a silver ion has a particular size. The radius of a silver ion(Ag+) will be slightly smaller than that of a silver 
atom due to the positive charge of the nucleus efawing the electrons closer. The examiner goes on to assert that the silver atoms 
dispersed in the chalcogenide glass will have a particle size(diameter) less than 35 nm because a particle having a size of 35 nm would 
contain about 277.7 silver atoms. Again the examiner notes that this calculation may be slightly off due to the original assumption that the 
silver atom will be the same size as the silver ion. The silver atom will infact have a slightly larger size. 

- In regard to the applicant's argument concerning the properties of a metal particle having a metallic core and a metal coated particle 
having a core made of an inorganic material, the applicant has the burden of showing that these two particles behave in a manner that 
allows them to be distinguished from one another. This especially should be shown regarding the reflectivity of the particles which is 
argued by the examiner to be the same. The size of the metal coated particles already meets the limitations recited in the instant claims. 
Further, the applicant asserts that metal coated particles can not be manufactured for less than metal particles having a metallic core. 
This assertion is made without evidence or reasoning. 
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
